11, and 13-18 uriderSS U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Mukoyama (U.S.P. 
6.831.659 61) In view of Palm (U.S.P. 5,742,291). These rejecfions are the same as In the 
previous Office Action mailed February 10, 2005 (previous Action).

The Examiner has not responded to Applicants' arguments that, according to an aspect 
of the invention, values of a drawing start point are modified during drawing iterations so as to 
display the target face with consecutive patterns as desired by the user/while Mukoyama merely 
teaches a direction of mapping be altered randomly for every display element
